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Good Organization 


Every Local Church should feel itself a 











It has taken years to teach 
~ our people the need of organ- 
ization and even yet many 
are unsettled about it. So 
much time and labor has been 
given to show the need of it 
that little has been said “and 
almost nothing done toward 
the minute points of organ- 
ization, but the time has come 
to begin more extensive 
operations on that line. Many 
are ready now and others will 
fall into line soon, as the Holy 
Ghost is transforming the 
minds of the Lord’s children 
very rapidly. 

Many yet, however, are 
probably too much like a cer- 
tain conductor on a railroad 
to make the matter of perfect 
organization just as pleasant 
as it will be a little later on. 


In Arkansas the Cotton- 
Belt R. R. Co. runs a train 
over the Rock Island track 
jrom Brinkley to Memphis, 
Tenn. This train does not 
stop at the stations asa rule. 

One day the train was sud- 
denly brought to ahalt. The 
conductor rushed out of his 
train to investigate the cause 
of such a strange occurence-. 
As soon.as he got out he saw 
the signal board at the little 
station raised on him and it 
is arule thatno train shall pass 
a station when that board 
stands horizontal across the 
track. The conductor ran 
down to the station and began 


to grumble at and abuse the - 


agent and asked him what he 
meant. 


The only thing the little 


agent could do was to point 
upward to the signal board. 
The agent himself did not 


-know the cause, but he had 


obeyed the message that came 
to him over the wires and 
asked no questions. Presently 
the wires clicked again and 
the agent in obedience to in- 
structions dropped the signa! 
board and the train moved 
on and no one there knew 
the cause of the stop, but the 
train despatcher some where 
up in his office knew‘his busi- 
ness and had to order that 
stop in order to harmonize 
with some other train to pre- 
vent acollision. It was not 
necessary for the train de- 
spatcher to explain matters, 
but it was necessary for that 
little agent to obey his orderg 
and it was necessary for the 
engineer on that train to obey 
that signal, but it was very 
unnecessary for that conduct- 
or to use such abusive lan-. 
guage to that little agent who. 
had simply done his duty in 
obeying instructions given by, 
his superior officer. 

We may not know why 
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certain instructions are given 
by our Lord as is written in 
the Bible, but it is our busi- 
ness to obey and ask no 
questions. 

When we learn this we will 
begin to get ready for the per- 
fect organization of His 
Church that is going to evaii- 
gelize this world and so attract 
the nations that they will flow 
into it. (Isa. 2:2.) And 
her beauty and order will so 
attract her Head that He will 
come for her and she will be 
forever with her Lord and 
Head whom she will have 
learned to obey without ask- 
ing questions. (HMph. 5:27, 
iThes. 4:17. ) 

In the temple service each 
department performed accord- 
ing to instructions without 
knowing all about the affairs 
pertaining to the other de- 
partments. The priests had 
their service to perform and 
the singers had no part in the 
priest’s office, neither did the 
priests interfere with the song 
department. Those that sup- 
plied the meat for the table 
rendered their service joyfully 
and according to the state- 
ment all the servants were 
happy in the service as they 
served in their department. 

There is certainly more 
reason for happiness among 
the Lord’s servants who min- 
ister in any department of the 
Lord’s house, which is the 
Church of the living God, 
than there was for Solomon’s 
servants, for surely Jesus has 
a greater capacity for making 
His subjects happy than Sol- 
omon had. Jesus said, “‘If 
ye know these things, happy 


are yeif ye do them,’’ and. 


‘“These things have I spoken 
unto you; that my joy might 
remain in you, and that your 
joy might be full.”’ 

Jesus has given His in- 
structions that by obedience 
to them will prevent wreck 
and ruin, then no wonder 
obedience to them makes one 
happy. Instead of that con- 
ductor grumbling and becom- 
ing enraged at that little agent 
who raised the signal that 
stopped his train he would 


have acted much wiser to 


have showed signs of joy and 
gratitude because he was sav- 
ed from a collision or wreck 
with some other train. 

When people learn the 
secret of organization, and 
that it means their protection 
as wellas the attraction of 
millions that are on their road 
to hell, they will be more 
willing to submit and say 
“Thy will be done.’’ The little 
agent did not know why the 
the train should be stopped 
at his station, the engineer 
did not know, the conductor 
did not know and of course 
the passengers did not know, 
but their lives were all pre- 
served because of the obedi- 
ence of the little agent even 
if he did-have to take some 
abuse. The wholetrain was 
in the care of the train de- 
spatcher, as well as ‘all the 
other trains on the road. 

A story is told of one train 
despatcher that lost the posi- 
tion of one train on his road 
only about five minutes, and 
as a result of the awkward po- 
sition in which he was placed 
on account of it his hair that 
was black turned white. 

This may seem to some as 


though “he 


only an idle tale, but I have 
heard of several whose hair 


_turned white in only a few 


moments on account of a 
severe strain or scare, as it 
might be termed, at some 
time of special suspense. 
Perfect organization places 
certain responsibilities on cer- 
tain persons and those certain 
persons at times are in a tre- 
mendous strain. Examples 
of this in connection with 
salvation is shown in the 
Bible. Jesus, when in the 
garden of Gethsemane. The 
strain was immense. Almost 
unbearable. But for assist- 
ance of an angel to help ‘Him 
bear it, it looks like He might 
have failed, but the angel 
came to His assistance in the 
nich of time. In order to 
save Paul probably Stephen 
was placed in that special 
strain, but just in the nich of 
time as if to strengthen him 
the heavens opened and re- 
vealed Jesus standing on the 
right hand of God. __ It prob- 
ably took that shine on 
Stephen’s face just at that 
moment to convict Paul. But 
suppose Stephen had become 
enraged, as did that conduct- 
or because the little station 
agent hadonly done his duty, 
and remonstrated with that 
enraged mob, or worse, had 
remonstrated with God for 
allowing the signal board 
raised to stop his life here on 
earth, God’s plan for the sal- 
vation of that mighty man 
would have been broken into. 
But, no sir. Stephen, true as 
was the little station agent, 
submitted and obeyed with- 
out asking any questions al- 
knew nothing 
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about God’s purpose in it. 

But did the great work stop 
just because one great man 
had to die? No sir, that was 
only the gate way into more 
and mightier things. <A few 
moments of terrible suspense 
on the part of Stephen, but 
as he caught a glimpse of 
Jesus standing at the right 
hand of God his face bright- 
ened and Saul of Tarsus saw it 
and it.remained before his 
vision no doubt day and night 
until it culminated in the 
brightness that so blinded 
hira until he was willing to 
hear and obey words that 
came from the very One that 
caused the light to shine in 
the face of Stephen. 

There’is a perfect picture of 
organization. Stephen preach- 
ed the sermon at exactly the 
right time. Saul was there 
and he was the man God was 
after. Could not get him any 
other way. 

Stephen was obedient with- 
out knowing. He did _ not 
ask why. He only obeyed. 
At exactly the right time for 
the proper effect the heavens 
opened and revealed Jesus 
and of course that would be 
enough to cause the face of 
any one to shine, and that 
shine was only borrowed from 
Jesus and Stephen’s face was 
the reflector that made the 
ray strike Saul right in his 
face and heart. $Multitudes 
heard the gospel and were 
saved because of that perfect 
organization with no one 


knowing, but Him who was 
at the head. 

Jesus is our train despatcher, 
the Head of the Church, but 
in order for the trains to run 
systematically that thousands 
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of precious souls may be pre- 
served, every one of His offi- 
cers or agents must obey or- 
ders as promptly as that little 
Arkansas R. R. agent. Obey 
withdut knowing. Jesus told 
Peter, ‘“‘What I do thou 
knowest not now,’’ but he 
must do without knowing. 
Every individual should obey 
God’s Word whetherit is fully 
explained or not. Everyone 
should rejoice to have a_ part 
in the greatest organization 
ever instituted. Every local 
chureh should feel its part of 
the responsibility of carrying 
the gospel to all the world. 
Every local church should feel 
itselfa factor in this great duty 
and obligation, and in propor- 
tion to the organization and 
unity in each local church can 
the great body of Christ (His 


~ Church) . operate. 


Some seem to be afraid of 
over doing the matter of or- 
ganization and cry-out against 
‘so much machinery.’’ True, 
too much organization in the 
wrong way will ruin anything, 
but the right and proper or. 
ganization will preserve and 
hasten the work. Look at the 
massive machines that are 
turning out millions of products 
every day. Nocry of too much 
machinery. Look atthe rail- 
road systems. No cry against 
them asa machine to handle 
freight and passengers. Look 
at God’s great astronomical 
system. Nothing said about 
too much machinery in that. 
The Church is His Church and 
one does an injustce to himself 
when he questions the prop- 
riety of the machinery or or- 
ganization as laid down in the 
Bible being put together and 
harnessed for the great work 


for which it was _ instituted, 
much more does he do an in- 


justice to the millions of earth 


that will never be attracted 
toward the Christian religion 
until this massive machine is in 
perfect operation as the great- 
est and most perfect organiza- 
tion ever originated. 

No other organization on 
earth that Jesus said the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against. 
No other one that He said He 
would build, God directed 
Solomon to create a wonderful 
system and was well pleased 
with it. Hedirected the order 
in the beginning of the gospel 
dispensation that resulted in 
the salvation of the mnltitudes 
and that spread the gospel to 
every creature under heaven. 

He is the same now as ever 
and can aud will order this 
last great battle, but He must 
have subjects that are willing 
to do without knowing or ask: 
ing questions and every one be 
subject one to another in the 
sphere or rank in which they 
are located and work without a 
murmur. Hallelujah! The 
gigantic macaine will soon be 
adjusted and in perfect 
operation.

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The Body for the kord. 





Many Christians seem to overlook the 
fact that the body belongs to the Lord 
as really as the Spirit, in fact it takes 
spirit, soul and body to make the man, 
and if there is full and complete redemp- 
tion for man, the body is certainly in- 
cluded. 


In overlooking the relation of the Lord 
to the body, and the body to the Lord, 
we miss much of the depth and value of 
the Christian faith. Leaving off any 
part of God’s plan for us will put us 
that much short of the full perfection and 
joy we have provided for us in Christ. 

But it is really remarkable how many 
have overlooked what God has to say 
about the body. 

The things we read about the body 
are so pointed, that we must readily see 
how important. We should know God’s 
will on the subject. 

In first Corinthians sixth chapter, 
Saint Paul states that the body is for the 
Lord, and the Lord is for the body, and 
that our bodies are members of Christ, 
and temples of the Holy Ghost, therefore, 
he exhorts, ‘‘glorify God in your body 
and spirit which are God’s.’’ How sac- 
red that body, which is for the Lord, 
His temple, joined to Christ, asa mem- 
ber of Him. This is certainly different 
from the idea that our bodies go on sin- 
ning, and must have sin in them ’till 
death, as some false teachers vainly as- 
sert. Ifthe body is exercised in that 
which is evil or forbidden by the Lord 
we may be sure that there is a wrong in 
the heart from which all the metives for 
our actions profeed. 

In Romans 12: 1, we are taught that 
the body is to be presented to the 
Lord ‘‘a living sacrifice holy, acceptable 
unto God, which is your reasonable ser- 
vice.’’ How little we know of the bless- 
ing of life and salvation until we reach 
this point! It would be unreasonable 
for us to expect God to fill us with His 
perfect peace if we had not presented all 
to Him unreservedly, spirit, soul and 
body, and we should not forget the 
cleansing and preparation that is necessa- 
ry for us to come into God’s full inheri- 
tance. In 2Cor. 7:1 weread ‘‘Let us 
cleanse ourselves from all filthiness of 
the flesh and spirit perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God,’’ Notice it says ‘‘flesh 
and spirit.’’ Sin is not to have dominion 
over our flesh any more than our spirit. 






Every member of the body is to be free 
from the power of sin and be yielded to 
God as members of righteousness. Read 
Romans 6:12—14. 

In 2Cor. 4+ St. Paul says we have the 
heavenly treasure in earthen vessels, but 
surely they must be pure, clean vessels, 
set apart for God’s own use. In this 
same chapter he further says ‘‘that the 
life also of Jesus might be manifest in 
our body.’’ If we are thus filled with 
His life and likeness, all that pertains to 
sin and satan must be removed far from 
us. 

In praying forthe Thessalonian Christ- 
ians, St. Paul asks that their spirit, soul 
and body be preserved blameless to the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, would 
not this mean the preserving, keeping 
power of the Holy Ghost remaining in 
our whole being all the time? 

No doubt most of us fail to see the 
the full privilege we have oftrusting God 
to keep our bodies. 

It may be that many are not near 
enough to Him to enjoy this which is a 
part of the preparation to be in the bride 
when Jesus crmes to earth again. 

If we go with Him then we:shall have 
to be in such close touch that He _ will 
translate our bodies. 

Let us notice one more passage. Rom. 
8:11. Heshall ‘‘quicken your mortal 
bodies by His Spirit that dwelleth in 
you.’’ How we do need to live so in 
the fulness and power of the Spirit that 
we may have this ‘‘quickening’’ in our 
bodies day by day, that we may be able 
to give God glory, the glory due His 
name. 

’ The Spirit of God abiding within us 
becomes a fountain of life and power 
fiowing out through every part of our 
being, quickening and bringing into 
activity, for God’s glory, ‘every faculty of 
spirit soul and body.
